Applicant's arguments, see Amendments, filed 5/5/2005, with respect to the 
structure of the valve block (page 1 1 lines 11-15, page 12 lines 6-8, lines 14-17, 19-23, 
and page 13 lines 3-5, respectively) have been fully considered and are persuasive.
